Better modes of developing the pow- 


er of memorizing and of preserving 
untouched the pupil's individuality 
are the result of physical study. That 
we should study acoustics "g-oes with- 
out saying," as we cannot know too 
much of sound. Pedal management, 
tonal coloring and the science of har- 
mony are all better-understood through 
a knowledge of the' properties of 
acoustics. A knowledge of the 
an- 


atomy of the hand, vrist, fore and up- 
per arm gnes the student greater fa- 
cility in individual muscular control 
In consequence of the control thus 
gained, the whole arm becomes more 
expressive. A crisply-leggiero effect 
can best be produced by energizing the 
muscles of the upper arm and those of 
the fingers, while relaxing the wrist 
muscles. This is a very important 
point, and is &imply the application of 
the mechanical principle of the resist- 
ance being equal to the force of the 
blow. 
A development of the pronator mus- 


cles in the forearm renders possible 
a good position of the hand for playing 
octaves, arpeggios, scales, chords and 
IriHs with the fourth and fifth fingers. 
Boiling octave playing is dependent 
upon a separated control of the su- 
pinator and pronator muscles 
from 


those of the fingers. Speed requires 
the shortening of the latent period of 
the muscle, and this can be accom- 
plished only by inking up the slack 
of the tendons. The principal muscle 
concerned an producing a crisply stac- 
cato effect with finger action is the ex- 
tensor, as upon this muscle depends 
the brevity of tone. 
By elevating the 


wrist, curving the second finger and 
depressing it at the knuckle-joint, the 
itnger is in the best possible position 
for producing the effect. 


The physiology of velocity playing- is 


n subject of great interest to the prac- 
tical piano teacher. In some persons 
rapidity of movement is natural, the 
muscular tissue is very irritable and 
exercises of speed do not demand great 
effort. In others the muscles, although 
energetic, obey the orders of the will 
with considerable slowness. A great 
expenditure of nervous energy is nec- 
essary to obtain a rapid movement. Il- 
lustrations of these differences may be 
noticed in the gymnasium, in fencing, 
boxing, rowing, walking, and in piano 
playing. Pfluger is authority for the 


nto play certain maseiSs"Just as natur- 
Ily as water seeks its lowest level. It 
s lor this reason that a pupil is some- 
imes taught to play a passage with 
widely differing movements of thehand 


nd arm by different teachers. Thus it 
«rt infrequently happens that an in- 
structor scatters broadcast over tb« 
and through his pupils, peculiar man- 
nerisms which he inherited from his 
ancestors. It may readily be seen that 
this is radically wrong, and that such 
would not be the case were all teach- 
ing based on philosophic principles. 


In playing the piano habits will nec- 


essarily be formed, and movements 
based on the natural laws of expression 
of the body are more easily acquired 
and, when acquired, enable us to ex- 
press musical thoughts more clearly and 
Biore forcibly than habits formed athap- 
hazard. Technic, as applied to piano 
playing, is the power to express musical 
thoughts. This involves not only the 
ability to play the proper notes with 
correct fingers, but requires such con- 
trol of the muscles and nerves that all 
gradations of tonal coloring-may be ex- 
pressed. Piano playing has been com- 
liared to an electric current—the mus- 
ical thoug-ht emanates from the brain, 
passes through the nerves which move 
the muscles to be used, the finger strikes 
the key, the hammer strikes a wire, 
which in its turn produces a tone, the 
ear conveys the tone back to the brain, 
thus completing the circuit. Weak or 
sluggish muscles, therefore, not readily 
i ielding themselves to the nervous stim- 
ulus flowing from the brain, will 
Lreak the circuit, and the musical 
phrase will fall shortof the musical con- 
ception. 
In piano playing the purely mental 


intellectual phrase finds its expression 
in the circumscribed movements of the 
fingers and hand, using the knuckles or 
wrist as the center of motion. Pas- 
sages from Bach's "Fugues and Inven- 
tions" admirably illustrate this state-

ily supply. Climaxes and passionate 
outbursts of musical feeling demand the 
added strength

through space of the entire arm from 
the vital center of the shoulder. 


It is not always necessary that such 


broad gestures from the shoulder as are 
-used in oratory should be used in piano 
playing, ns the energy can be brought 
from the t-houlder, the vital center, also 
from the mental or emotional centers 01 
'from various combinations of the vital, 
mental or emotional centers without 
"tearing passion to tatters." This 
knowledge of the physchological divi- 
sions of the arm gives clear and <xact 
reasons for the use of the upper, fore- 
arm, tvrist and fingers in piano playing, 
a subject which has heretofore been 
mist.y, and formulates thoroughly the 
principles of all \ arieties of touch. 


I consider the wri&t the distributing 


center of the energy of the upper and 
forearm. It is impossible for the nerv 
ous stimulus from the brain to be prop- 
erly conducted to the finger tips, when 
the many tendons that pass through the 
wrist are tense. Almost every pupil 
beginning the study of the piano has 
some unconscious mannerism or trlcls 
peculiar to himself of using the agents 
of expression Before eradicating these 
bad habits and building up those which 
are correct, a certain condition of jms- 
kivity or relaxation must be achieved, 
just as the ]>otters' clay must be ren- 
dered soft and plastic- before it can be 
modeled into the de&irpd forms. I find 
for this purpose the I)elt,arteau exer- 
cises known as relating or devitalizing 
of inestimable value to the beginner 
and athancetl student alike. 


AVe can utter so many words with one 


breath, and when that is exhausted we 
must draw upon the refcervoir—the air 
—for another supply. We can. piny a 
rapid succession of notes \\ith a ghen 
supply of nerve energy, and when that 
is exhausted «e must draw upon the 
reservoir—the brain--for another sup- 
ply.

that the platform meant bimetallism, he 
said: "But suppose gold docs go out of 
the country, we can get along without 
it." Possibly we might, after the fashion 
of Cbinaand Mexico, but in that case 
what becomes of the Judge's claim that 
he is a himetalliet. 
1 do not now rer-all 


that Judge Nelson at anytime claimed 
that free coinage at 16 to 1 would bring 
silver to a parity with gold. 
He has 


said this, however: "If the government 
coins 371J4 grains of pure silver into a 
dollar it ivill raise the price of bullion to 
SI, as no one would part with 371J4 
grains of silver bullion for lees than SI." 
In this he is no doubt correct, as he was 
speaking of the silver dollar, but what 
would this result have to do with the 
value of 23.22 grains of gold, tho amount 
of gold in the gold dollar? So it is self- 
evident that Judge Nelson does not 
quite concur with Mr. Smith in his dec- 
laration that silver under free coinage 
would reach a parity with gold in sixty 
days or "near to." 
At Long Creek 


Judge Neleon said: "It is not what the 
dollar is made of, whether of gold or silver 
that fixes the value of the dollar, as ap 
pliod to labor. That is regulated by the 
number of dollars we have in circula- 
tion. The more we have the cheaper 
they will be and the less we have the 
dearer they will be." Prom this must 
be inferred the Judge thinks the Demo- 
cratic platform means cheap dollars, 
while Mr. Smith, if he has any convic- 
tion in the matter, judged by his asser- 
tion, thinks it means bringing the value 
of the free coined silver dollar and all 
the silver in the world from 53 cents up 
to 100 cents; and, as between these gen- 
tlemen's opinions the voter is left the al- 
ternative of paying his money and tak- 
ing his chance, as to what the Democrat- 
ic platform means. 


The Democratic platform does not 


mean bimetallism. Th« word bimetal- 
lism does not occur in it anywhere. 
It 


ie meant to be a cheap money sop thrown 
out to catch the unwary voter. It 
means silver monometallism. 
Senators 


Stewart and Jones, who are now run- 
ning the Democratic party, have re- 
ieatedly said in thesenate of the United 
Itates that it was their purpose to drive 
gold out of circulation. They would 
not say this if they believed that the 
coinage of silver and gold at the ratio of 
16 to 1, would bring silver to a parity 
wilh gold or even "near to" as Smith 
says. Altgeld don't 'believe it as this 
gold lease which I hold in my hand, 
executed by him, shows. If he believed 
it, why should he exact of his tenants 
payment in gold? If "Coin"Harvey be- 
lieves it why should he, as he did a few 
days ago, buy gold to lay away. 


The Republican platform declares in 


favor of maintaining the present gold 
standard under which the people have 
had real bimetallism,.and it declares op- 
position to the free coinage of silver ex- 
cept by international agreement with 
the leading commercial nations of the 
world, and which it declares the party 
will promote. 
Gold has been the stand- 


ard of value in the United States since 
1834, which I wfll show further on in my 
remarks. All these years, except when 
specie payment was suspended from 
1861 to 1879, every dollar has been kept 
at a p'arity with gold in purchasing 
power or as a meclium of exchange. 
This p9licy the Republican party pledges 
itself to maintain. Mr. Smith has asked 
what the gold standard means. In ad- 
dition to the answer I have just given I 
will add that the prosperity this country 
has enjoyed up to 1893, was under the 
gold standard. Under it our great pub- 
lic improvements have been made, under 
it the aggregate wealth of the country 
has increased from 44 billion dollars in 
1880 to 64 billion dollars in 1890. Under 
it thousands of American workmen and 
American farmers have secured homes 
and farms which they owned in 1892. 
Under it thousands Of poor men, have, 
by good 
manageoaent and economy 


forged to the front, became-the employ- 
ers of labor, and tc many caaes some of 
Smith's despised capitalists, under the 
law laid down by Abraham Lincoln in 
which he declared: 
"That some may be rich shows that 


others may become rich, and hence is 
just encouragement to industry and en- 
terprise. Lat not him who is homeless 
pull down the house of another, but let 
him labor diligently and build one for 
himself; thus, by example, assuring that 
his own shall be safe from violence 
when built." 
Upon the gold basis of *he measure of 


wages and of all values our financial 
laws have been made and our business 
founded and to change it abruptly and 
capriciously and disjoint etvery princi- 
ple in business as is proposed,is revolu 
tionary and means financial calamity 
and business depression, that would not 
even benerit him who thinks he sees in 
such a.revolution an opportemity to pay 
his debts in cheap money. 


Mr. Smith has asked Mr. Mills and

platform. 1 have grave doubts, that 
even Mr. Smith has settled the question 
in the speech that he is distributing.' 
Ihe experience of the United States 


in the matter of ratio and coinage has 
clearly demonstrated that under free 
coinage of gold and silver both metals 
cannot long be kept in concurrent circu- 
lation at a fixed ratio. As soon as the 
one metal becomes mor» valuable, the 
cheaper metal drives thedearer one from 
circulation. This was largely aided by 
the various ratios of other countries. 
From 1792 to 1834 when our ratio was 
15 to 1, the French ratio and that of 
some other European nations was 15J^ 
to 1, hence while one ounce of gold in 
coin in the United States was worth 
only 15 ounces of silver, in those coun- 
tries one ounce of our gold coin could 
be exchanged for 15^ ounces of silver, 
and of course our gold went out. The 
only way to remedy that trouble is-by 
an international agreement as to ratio, 
and for this very excellent reason the 
Republican platform declares against 
the free coinage of silver, in favor of an 
international agreement and in favor of 
the present gold standard until such an 
agreement is obtained. 


Mr. Smith was here given the floor 


and after he had consumed his time Mr, 
Calhoun proceeded to close the debate. 


Relying Upon Mtarcpro&viitntion. 


I had hoped Mr. Smith would accept 


this last opportunity to tell us how free 
coinage of silver at 1C to 1 would benefit 
the country, but he has not only utterly 
failed to attempt it, but construes the 
Democratic platform to mean a demand 
to return to the conditions existing in 
1873. This is absurd. 
First that plat- 


form makes no such demand and second 
it would be impossible. 
In 1873 silver 


was worth §1.32 an ounce and it is only 
worth 03 cents now. In 1873 there were 
no silver dollars in circulation among 
our people. 
In 1873 nobody cared any- 


thing about the silver dollar and Stew- 
art and Jones and all the mountain state 
senators were for gold. 
The product of 


the mines was different. 
Why should 


anybody want to return to those condi- 
tions. We could not do it if we desired, 
any more than a man could return to 
his youth. 


When the silver dollar was dropped 


from coinage, in 1873. it was not m gen- 
oral circulation as money and had not 
been for 39 years, because the silver it 
contained was worth more than the gold 
in the gold dollar, hence the silver bul- 
lion owner if he had it coined at all re- 
fused to pay it out as money. Ho had 
tljus demonetized it. Hence there were 
none to demand that its free zoinage be 
continued when the act was passed 
dropping it from coinage. 
The act was 


passed in 1873 after being considered by 
congress for three years. 
In 1874 some 


of those who now form the storm center 
of the demand for the 
free coinage of 


silver at 1C to 1 when the commercial 
ratio is 32 to 1, were perfectly satisfied 
with the drooping of the silver dollar. 
Among those may be mentioned Sena- 
tors Jones and Stewart. That year in a 
speech in the senate Stewart said: 


"When yoa have a depreciated cur- 


rency you have uot only to take into 
account transportation, but you have to 
take inco account the insurance that 
every man who bundles the wheat will 
take against the change in tho price of 
gold constantly coming upon him. It 
gives speculators and middle men a 
ctumee to cut both ways and eat up tho

on the 24th and 20th days of April, 187G, 
Senator Jones, having changed his mind, 
made the iirst free silver speech covering

This is the fountain •from which all free 
silver inspiration is drawn. 
In that 


speech he says:

In that speech the discovered the 


"Dupes of Lombard Street" who have 
just recently been re-discovered b.y the 
free silver Democrats and Albert F.

Senator Stewart at -once put himself 


under the Jones free silver baaner. 
In 


this connection it may be interesting to 
consider tfee germ from which free silver 
was evolved. 
By BO doing we may be 


able in some degree to discover whether 
the late converts to free silver are advo- 
cating a just cauae or h&ve only become 
the victims of the wiles of a few silver 
mine owners. Louis R. Eorich, of Colo- 
rado, a Democrat, a few days since made 
a spjech, which has been widely pub- 
lished, in which he says:

*L2t per ounce; hot the firet months of 1876 the 
price of silver plunged downward at a rate which 
had been unparalleled in modem timee.

March, 1876, the ounce price had declined to 
$140. That price represented a decline of orer 
14 per cent—an annual loss to the Crown Point 
mine of over $500,000, baaed on the production 
of 1871. and an annual loaa to the NuTadu mine 
owners o( over $4,000.000. 
Of 20 mines on the 
Comstock loda, which lad paid orer f47,000,OUO 
in dividends,,not one-including the Crown 
Point—paid a ainaend alter April, 1876; and it 
was in that very month that the great surer 
upeeoh ot Uenator Jones waa delivered 
Is it jlot aa dear as noon-day that this A morican 
political ailrer child was born in the Oometook 
bed, 
and that itwae begotten by greed and aelhgh 
rapacity?'' 


'Silver Dick* Bland was one of the 


first Democratic converts to free silver 
and his con version was ae sudden as that 
of Jones and Stewart, but was due to 
quite different causes. Bland had been 
an inflationist. 
He was a green backer, 


one of those who years ago made the 
same distressing wail about debts and 
falling prices and dear money, that we 
hear now. In March, 1874, when every- 
thing was prosperous, according to the 
gospel of Judge Nelson and Mr. Smith, 
Mr. Bland, in a speech in the house, 
said: 


••.Notwithstanding hnaven has smiled on the 
agricultural portion ol the country, rams have 
fallen and the radiant bun has ripened year after 
year rich and abundant harvests, yet the people 
nure become poorer, money boaroer and times 
harder than erer before.1' 
Mr. Smith, that knocks the paradise 


that you, in these debates,have pictured 
as existing back in those days and to 
which, you eay your party wants to re- 
turn, into a cocked hat. 
Jt does more 


than that, it shows what an arrant set 
of demagogues are leading this humbug 
silver movement. 


On June 4,1874, when silver was still 


81.'29 an ounce, Mr. Bland made another 
speech in congress in which he said: 


Von have by an unexampled contractionoC^the 
currency reduced the value of the agricultural 
land and produce one-half in the laet eight yours. 
* • * While you have reduced in value all on 
earth the farmer produces at least one- halt, you 
have not reduced hit* debts one O'-ut. His lauds 
have come down, his cattle and produce have 
ttomo down, hia currency taken away, but bib 
mortgages and debts of all kinda remain stand* 
ing according to tbe amount of the contract.1' 
This completely demolishes the last 


vestage of the paradise of 1873 to which 
our present free silverites call our atten- 
tion. But how much the speeches wo 
hear in this campaign sound like tho 
speech of Bland made in 1874. The 
speeches being the same the fact forces 
itself upon us that if Bland drew a true 
picture then, a false one is being drawn 
tiow, and if Eland's picture was only the 
daub of a demagogue then, it is a fair 
inference that the pictures the free 
silverites draw now, being identical with 
that of Bland's, are only the stock cuts 
cf demagogues who are appealing to the 
prejudices and passions of the people 
for the purpose of riding into power. 


In 1876 when the silver in the silver 


dollar was only worth $1.10 an ounce, 
Bland became a convert to the free coin- 
age of silver and introduced a free coin- 
age bill. From that timeonfreo coinage 
bills were common and debates became 
numerous in congress on the subject. I 
have already shown by the extract from 
the speech of Mr. Enrich, of Colorado, 
what the motive was that led Stewart 
and Jones into the advocacy of free 
silver. Bland and his followers went into 
it because they were inflationists and 
they now want the mintsopened to cheap 
silver, have it coined into cheap dollars 
with debt paying power to the full value 
of an honest dollar. 
To aid them in 


foistina such a policy upon the country, 
all the falsehoods as to Sherman, Hooper 
and other men as to tho ant of 1873 
which dropped the stiver dollar from 
coinage are revived. 
These are the 


falsehoods that Mr. Smith in his speeches 
and his published address in this debate 
is exploiting now. 
It would be worth 


millions to the silver bullion owner if he 
could take 53 cents worth of silver to 
the mint and have it coined into a dollar, 
at the people's expense, with full legal 
tender quality in paytnentof debts, with 
which he could pay the wage earner who 
works in the mine and pay debts with. 
To aid them in this swindle the Demo- 
cratic platform which is the basis of this 
debate, proposes to go so far as to take 
away the right to enter into private con- 
tract for payment in honest, full value 
dollars.

The motives are

As a 


means to accomplish their purpose they 
slandered the dead and lied about the 
living, charging that the act of 1873 was 
passed by deception; that Sherman and 
Hooper were the chief jugglers; that 
Ernest Seyd, of England had couie to 
this country with a corruption fund of 
$500,000 and had corrupted congress. 


The following running debate in the 


senate in 1878 when these falsehoods 
were first uttered at the time the Bland 
Bill was under consideration in tbe sen- 
ate, will serve to show what was thought 
of those stories put out by the silver 
mice owners and the inflationists: 


MR ELAINE. I took the pains this 


morning to examine some files of news- 
papers of that day, and find in the 
Washington 
dispatches to the New 


York Tribune the following: 


"Mr. Hooper called up the volumin- 


ous bill to codify and amend the mint 
and coinage laws, and offered a substi- 
tute, which he asked to pass without 
having it read. The proposition was 
then voted down. An hour was then 
consumed in reading the bill." 


The 
Washington Republican and 


Chronicle, which did not contain the 
regular Associated Pr«ss dispatches of 
Congressional proceedings, or did not 
then—for the 
dispatches that went 


abroad to the other papers did not state 
whether the bill was reai or not—but 
the report made for the local papers—I 
do not know whether they have the 
Associated Press report now or not but 
they did not in those days—in both the 
papers of the morning of the next day 
this ie reported: 


"Mr. 
Hooper called up the bill to re 


vise and amend the laws relating to the 
mints and coinage of the United States. 
The bill was read at length and was 
then passed by a vote of 110 to 13." 


I think that settles it definitely. I do 


not think the matter is of great impor- 
tance, but a groat deal bas been made of 
it, as though there had been something 
very Zartive or stealthily done in the 
matter. In the same debate Mr. Me- 
Neeley of Illinois the day it passed, 
whom Senators who were members of 
the house at that time will remember 
as a very bright, active, intelligent mem- 
ber from the state of Illinois on the 
Democratic side of the house, stated just 
after the bill bad been read: 


"As a member of the committee on 


coinage, weights and measures, having 
carefully examined every section and 
every line of the bill and generally nn 
del-standing the subject before us, Ian 
satisfied that the bill ought to pass."

accept the correction, but it forbade tho 
coinage of the silver dollar. That is all.

In reply to Senator Jones, of Nevada, 


who alleged that fraud had bean com- 
mitted in passing the coinage bill of 1873, 
Senator Sargent, of California, eaid: 


MB. SARGENT. I SB/ there has been 


no fraud committed; 1 do not know of 
any fraud; and points are not gained by 
calling hard names. Fraud does not ex- 
ist because a suspicion of it may exist 
in senator's minds. 
Let those who talk 


fraud show fraud. I know of no fraud 
in former legislation, and I admit none 
BO far as myself is concerned, and I do 
not believe there was any on the part of 
congress. 
Fraud in what? 
Senators 


have got up there and said they were 
members of the other house and did not 
know what took place there when a bill 
was printed eleven times over, when it 
was considered at five different sessions 
of congress, when there were pages on 
pages of debate in both houses on the 
bill, when it was fully explained, when 
it was read in their presence as was 
shown by the extracts read here by the 
senator from Maine, immediately before 
its passage in the house. They come in 
here and say they did not know any 
such legislation was in progress. Why, 
I have no doubt there may be members 
and senators who are never in their 
seats, and never know what is going on 
in congress; but there was no excuse for 
any man, doing his duty by the people, 
not to know it. Whether he might re- 
member four or five years after, that he 
did not know it at that time, is another 
question, but there was no excuse for 
him at that time not to have known 
what was proceeding, I deny the fraud 
because the crt litor of the government 
or any other creditor could not have de- 
sired not to be paid in silver coin, be- 
cause it wau confessed all through tbe 
debate then that it was worth three or 
four cents in the dollar more than gold; 
and why should he conspire and maneu- 
ver in order not to be paid in the moat 
valuable coin. 
That in itself 
re- 


pels the idea that there was nny 
animus in that legislation, and it is a 
shame, an appeal of denmgogism to talk 
about fraud in any such connection as 
this.—Congressional Record, Vol. 7, Part 
2, Feb. 15,1878.

1 will say right here that it will bo gener 


ally reckoned that any man who reck- 
lessly, wilfully, without evidence und for 
political purposes, charges that John 
Sherman and Mr. Hooper were corrupt- 
ed IB more likely to have his convictions 
changed by tho influence of dollars than 
either of tho gentlemen ho million, bolh 
of whom led consistent political lives 
and had the respect of their constituents. 


Mr. Seyd'p advice was solicited by 


those in charge of our mints upon the 
proposed new coinage law in 1872, and 
he gave it in a long and nblo statement 
about coinage ana ratios and criticised 
the proposed act because it did not pro- 
vide for changing tho ratio and tho coin- 
ago of the silver dollar.

yet we find that from the Christian era 
until the discovery of America the ratio 
of silver to gold was from 10}£ to 1 to 
14.40 to 1, and from 1492 to 1700 was 
from 10K to 1 to 15 40 to 1, and from 
1700 to 1850 was from 14.40 to 1 to 16.25 
to 1, and from 1850 to 1873 was from 
15.46 to 1 to 15 92 to 1, silver continuously 
and slowly declining in value as com- 
pared with gold. 
Aftor 1873 silver de- 


clined very rapidly. 
The modern free 


silverite claims this was due to dropping 
the silver dollar from free coinage in the 
United States when only 8 million o) 
them had been coined in the United 
States mints up to that time. 
Even if 


the mints had been a market for silver 
which they were not, that limited mar- 
ket could have had no appreciable effecl 
on silver. The facts are that in 1850 the 
ratio of the world's production of silver 
to gold by weight was 5.36 to 1 and in 
1873 it was 13 61 to 1 and in 1895 it was 
17 37 to 1. The proportion of silver pro 
duction was all the time becoming 
greater than gold. In the United States 
alone in 1850 the ratio of gold produc 
tion to silver was 64 ouncesjof gold to ODE 
silver. In 1873 it had been reversed anc 
the production was 15 80 ounces of silver 
to one of gold, and in 1895 the ratio was 23 
to 1. But there were still other causes 
for the decline in the price of "silver 
among which may be mentioned the 
discovery of nickel for plating purposes 
it came into general use for that pur- 
pose 
in 1879, displacing millions pi 


ounces of silver, and the decline of sil- 
ver has been most rapid in the world 
from that time on; so much so that the 
iurchase of silver bullion by the United 
Itates for coinage purposes 
to the 


amount of over 600 million dollars' 
worth had no appreciable effect. Allu- 
minum followed nickel as a competitor 
of silver in the arts For years past 
more than 80 per cent of the plating, 
before done with silver, has been done 
with nickel. It is better for that pur- 
pose than silver. The production of 
allumiDum has increased from a few 
thousand pounds a year to thousands of 
tons and has been substituted for silver 
in all kinds of wares where silver was 
formerly 
used. If natural gas has 


cheapened 
coal and the trolley car 


has cheapened the horse, and in- 
ventions of labor saving machinery has 
cheapened other 
products, may not 


nickel and alluminum have cheapened 
silver. If so how is the product of sil- 
ver and all that has accumulated for 
centuries, to be doubled in value the 
world over, by coining it into a medium 
for the exchange of products, in the 
United States alone, independent of all 
other nations? This result must be 
reached if the free silveritesare correct, 
for Senator Stewart a few days since in 
a campaign article says: 


"Everybody knows that the pnoe of silver al- 
ways has been, always will be and from necesuty 
mast be the same in every part of the world, less 
the difference of exchange." 


That free coinage of silver in the 


United States, from 1792 to 1873 did not 
maintain the price of silver in the world 


clear. 
That dropping the silver 


dollar from coinage in 1873 caused the 
decline of iO per cent in its price in all 
the world is ridiculous. 
The coinage of

By this table it will be seen that only 


5,000,000 silver dollars were coined from 
1792 to 1873, and surely that did not op 
erate to keep up the price of silver. 
Under the free coinage of gold and sil- 
ver at the ratio of 15 to 1, from 1792 to 
1834, gold did not circulate as money 
Because one dollar of it was worth a few 
cents more than one dollar of silver. 
Then Jefferson in 1806 stopped the coin 
age of the silver dollar because money 
changers took the coined silver dollar to 
other countries aad exchanged them for 
Spanish dollars that had a few more 
pains of silver in them, and then got 
the Spanish dollars coined at the mint, 
ihereby making a profit on every dollar 
so exchanged. Prom the time of Jef 
'erson's order no silver dollars were 
coined for $3 years Prom Jan. 1,1896, 
to Aug. 1, 1896, 8,562,412 silver dollars 
were com ed, being more than were 
coined in, 81 years under free coinage,

"In the third place Mr Benton undertook to 


affirm as a proposition free from dispute or con- 
teetation that the value now set upon gold by the 
laws of the Dmted States, wan nn;ost and erro- 
neous; that these laws had .expelled gold from 
circulation, and that it was tiu> bonnden duty of 
congress to return that coin to circulation by 
restoring its jast vslne. 
Again he says: 
"Mr. Secretary Hamilton, in his proposition 
for the establishment of a mint, expressly de- 
clared that the consequences of a mistake in the 
relative value of the two metals wonld be the 
expulsion of the one that was undervalued. Mr. 
Jefferson, then secretary of state in his cotempo- 
raneone report upon foreign coins declared the 
same-thing. Mr. Bobert Morris, financier to the 
Revolutionary government, m his proposal to 
establish a mint in 1792 was equally explicit to 
the same effect." 
Further on Mr. Beaton said: 
"The false valuation pnt upon gold has re- 
duced the mint of the United Btatns. so far as 
gold coinage is concerned, to a most ridiculous 
and absurd institution. It has coined, and that 
at a large expense to the United States. 2.2(12,717 
pieces of gold worth $11.852.890; and where are 
these pieces now? Not one of them to be seen. 
All sold und exported and so regular is this oper- 
ation that the director of the mint iu his latest 
report to congress, says that the new coined gold 
frequently remains in the mint uncalled for, 
though ready for delivery until the day arrives 
for u packet to sail for Europe 
He calculates 
that two million of native gold will be coined 
annually hereafter the whoLe of which, withonl 
R reform of the gold standard will be conducted 
like exiles from the national mint to the sea- 
shore and transported to foreign regions." 
In discussing the ratio of gold to sil- 


ver for coinage purposes Mr. Benton 
said: 


• Ac present it may be sufficient, and not irrel- 


evant to say that this question is one of com- 
merce—that it is purely and simply a mercantile 
problem—as much so as an acquisition ot any 
ordinary merchandise from foreign oountriee 
could be. Gold goes where it finds its value, and 
that value ie v, hat the laws of great nations give 
it.It is not to be supposed that eold will pome 
from these countries to the United States if the 
importer is to lose one dollar in every 16 that he 
brings and that ourown gold will rermiin with 
us when an exporter can gain (me dollar upon 
every 15 that he carries out. 
In England the circulation of gold is aided anc 
protected by four subsidiary laws, neither of 
which exist here, one which prevents silver 
from being a tender for more than 40 endings 
another which requires the Bank of England to 
pay all its notes in gold; a third which suppres- 
ses the small note circulation a fourth which 
alloys their silver U per cent below the relative 
value of cold " 
Another proof of the fact that the 


gold standard was adopted oy the acts 
of 1834 and 1853 may be found in the 
fact that during the war the value of al! 
paper money was measured by gold anc 
never by silver. 


With all these facts before us we dare 


not doubt, in justice to ordinary intelli- 
gence, that there can be no such thing 
as bimetallism or a double standard ol 
money under free coinage at 16 to 1 BE 
is now proposed when the commercial 
ratio is 32 to 1, and if not, then to attempt 
it would prove a calamity to our people.

The Fall of Prices. 


Mr. Mills in his last speech in this 


debate, fully covered and exploded the 
claims that prices ha% e fallen on account 
of discontinuing the free coinage of the 
silver dollar in 1873. The speech of R 
P. Bland, which I have quoted, shows 
that such claims are the mere vapor 
ings of 
mountebanks 
for political 


effect, or those unfamiliar with the 
facts. I will only say that up to 1893 
the price of labor and real estate 
increased in value, while interest and 
transportation had fallen. These are

uine prosperity is measured and they 
give the lie to the whole claim of falling 
prices on account of money 
The prices 


of farm products are controllfd year by 
year by the law of supply and demand. 
When there is an abnormally large crop 
prices are lower. When the crop is 
smaller prices are higher, and when the 
power of consumption is limited or in- 
creased for any cause we have the same 
results, therefore the price of farm pro- 
ducts in the Uniteel States is affected 
adversely when the labor which pro- 
vides customers for the farmers is un 
employed and consumption crippled, 
Since 1892 labor has not been fully em- 
ployed in this country and the result on 
the price of the single article of wheat 
is \ ery apparent, as this table will show

It will be observed by this tab^j that 


the wheat crop in the United States was 
215,648,000 bushels less in 1893 than in 
1891, and yet the price of wheat was 
much less m 1893 than in 1891 


Labor was fully employed in 1891 and 


1892 and the farmer bad customers, and 
the price of wheat for three years jvas 
80 to 83 cents a bushel. With a short 
crop iu 1893, when the farmers'custom- 
ers were not employed and they were 
unable to consume, wheat was only 52 
cents a bushel. The same is true of 
1894 and 1895. What the farmer needs 
is to get his customers to work so that 
they can consume his products, and un- 
til that is done he may expect cheap 
prices for his products. Free silver 
will not do this. Almost every man 
who employs labor, aside from the sil- 
ver mine owners, says it won't do it, 
and they are the people who make the 
wheels move. They know more about 
business than the free silver claqner 
who never employs labor. Prices of 
farm products can't be raised with 50 
cent dollars. They may be raised nom- 
inally, but the delusion is apparent.

Formerly twelve hours was a days 
toll, then ten, then nine and now In 
many branches it is eight and if you live 
twenty-five years you will see eight hours 
legalized in thii country aa a days toll.

Some say that free silver 


will not make the money oheaper but 
that on the contrary all silver would bo 
lifted up in price. If this ia true what 
becomes of the old argument of furnish- 
ing a new way of pa.vlng old debts with 
a fifty cent dollar. This thing of giving 
it value Is impossible. No government 
can make money worth more than its 
market value as bullion. Away back in 
the days of Abraham tbe bullion was 
weighed out In scales and passed for 
money That method was inconvenient 
and In time government made coins anc 
gave them certain names. What was tbe 
object? It was simply a necessity anc 
commercial convenience. Tbe Btamp o: 
the government is simply an assurance 
us to the fineness of the metal. No gov- 
enrmert has ever existed that could make 
a coin worth more than Its actual value 
Hamilton established the ratio at 15M 
to one and up to 1831 it continued at that 
ratio when it was changed to 16 to 1 or 
practically so. It was found that silver 
had been undervalued. Its bullion value 
was $1.03 and {1.03 and 1C wag brought 
up beoaube there was profit in doing so. 
Up to 1873 we were practically without 
tlio silver dollar. 
In 1873 there was 


practically no gold or silver and there had 
btoo none since tbe war. Then there 
came the belief that the ratio could not 
be made exact and that crime of '73 was 
no crime at all. It was discussed for 
three years in congress and wo came to a 
single standard. Silver fell In its value 
because the mines (.roduoid more. Tbe 
output was doubled and of course it fell 
In price. To be on a paiity with gold 
silver must be worth $1.29 per ounce and 
that is where some of Its friends say it 
would go with fres coinage. Afier >enrs 
of trying to adjust it when the difference 
In price was only two per cent, and 
not 


being able to do it wo are now told that 
the stamp of tbe government will lift it 
fifty per cent. An old Greek philosopher 
once thought that with a fulcrum he 
could move the woild.
